Democratic Lt. Gov. Ralph 
Northam will be Virginia’s next gov- 
ernor after fending off a challenge 
from Republican Ed Gillespie that 
embraced the tactics of President 
Donald Trump in the final weeks of 
the campaign. 

The crowd at the Democratic Party 
gathering at George Mason Univer- 
sity’s student center roared as CNN 
announced he had won the race based 
on unofficial results of Tuesday’s vot- 
ing. The call happened so early in the 
night that many supporters were still 
making their way through security. 

“In Virginia, it’s going to take

Court record: Suspect in officer’s 


shooting was wearing handcuffs 


Affidavit says officers found gun along path that 
teenager “admitted to taking when fleeing”

The police officer who was shot 
Monday was trying to detain a 
15-year-old boy who had been re- 
ported as a runaway, according to 
court documents. 

The teen shot “Officer Baakli- 
ni” and ran with one of her hand- 
cuffs still on his wrist before oth- 
er officers took him into custody, 
a search warrant affidavit filed in 
Circuit Court said. A database of 
city employees lists Angelina Baak- 
lini as an officer who has been on 
the force about 15 months. 

She was shot in the 2500 block 
of Hickory St., and responding of- 
ficers saw the teenager running 
toward the London Oaks apart- 
ment complex, the affidavit says.
